WASHINGTON | The White House on Tuesday 
sidestepped questions about whether Vice 
President Dick Cheney passed on to his top 
aide the identity of a CIA officer central to 
a federal grand jury probe.

The Times said notes of a previously 
undisclosed June 12, 2003, conversation 
between Libby and Cheney appear to differ 
from Libby's grand jury testimony that he first 
heard of Valerie Plame from journalists. 

“This is a question relating to an ongo- 
ing investigation and we're not having any 
further comment on the investigation while 
it’s ongoing,” White House press secretary 
Scott McClellan said. 
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Libby has emerged at the center of Special 
Counsel Patrick Fitzgerald’s criminal investi- 
gation in recent weeks because of the Cheney 
aide’s conversations about Plame with Times 
reporter Judith Miller. 

Fitzgerald is expected to decide this week 
whether to seek criminal indictments in the 
case. At issue is not only whether Libby, top 
Bush adviser Karl Rove or other officials 
leaked Plame’s identity, but whether they 
testified honestly to the grand jury, the 
secretive panel that will decide whether 
criminal charges should be filed. (ap)

FORT LAUDERDALE, FLA. | Repair 
crews across Florida struggled 
Tuesday to restore electricity to up to 
6 million people, reopen the region's 
airports and replace countless win- 
dows blown out of downtown high- 
rises during Hurricane Wilma’s 
ruinous dash across the state. 
Officials said it could take weeks 
for Florida’s most heavily popu- 
lated region — the Miami, Fort 
Lauderdale and West Palm Beach 
area — to return to normal.

Lines stretched for blocks at the

The 
crash killed the band director, his 
wife and their 11-year-old grand- 
daughter, along with the bus driver 
and a student teacher.

DETROIT | Nearly 50 years ago, Rosa 
Parks made a simple decision that 
sparked a revolution. When a white 
man demanded she give up her seat 
onaMontgomery, Alabama, bus, the 
then 42-year-old seamstress said no. 

At the time, she couldn't have 
known it would secure her a revered 
place in American history. But her 
one small act of defiance galvanized 
a generation of activists, including a 
young Rev. Martin Luther King Jr., 
and earned her the title “mother of 
the civil rights movement.” 

Parks died Monday evening at her 
home of natural causes, with close 
friends by her side, said Gregory 
Reed, an attorney who represented 
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Rosa Parks arrives ata Montgomery, 
Ala., courthouse in March 1956 for trial 
inthe bus boycott she helped to start. 
her for the past 15 years. She was 92. 
President Bush praised Parks 
on Tuesday as “one of the most 
inspiring women of the 20th cen- 
tury.” “She will always have a special 
place in American history, and our 


nation thinks of Rosa Parks and her 
loved ones today,” he said. 

Detroit Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick 
said he felt a personal tie to the civil 
rights icon: “She stood up by sit- 
ting down. I’m only standing here 
because of her.” 

Speaking in 1992, Parks said 
history too often maintains “that 
my feet were hurting and I didn't 
know why I refused to stand up 
when they told me. But the real 
reason of my not standing up was 
I felt that I had a right to be treat- 
ed as any other passenger. We had 
endured that kind of treatment for 
too long.” 

Her arrest triggered a 381-day 
boycott of the bus system orga- 
nized by a then little-known Baptist 
minister, the Rev. King, who later 
earned the Nobel Peace Prize for

U.S. Death Toll i in Iraq 


Bush warns of more 
casualties in fight 
against ‘brutal’ enemy 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | The American 
military death toll in the Iraq 
war reached 2,000 Tuesday with 
the announcements of three more 
deaths, including an Army sergeant 
who died of wounds at a military 
hospital in Texas and a Marine and 
a sailor killed last week in fighting 
west of Baghdad. 

President Bush warned the U.S. 
public to brace for more casualties 
in the fight against “as brutal an 
enemy as we have ever faced, uncon- 
strained by any notion of common 
humanity and by the rules of war- 
fare.” 

“No one should underestimate 
the difficulties ahead,” Bush said in 
a speech Tuesday in Washington. 

As a sign of those challenges, 
one of Iraq’s most ruthless ter- 
ror groups — al Qaeda in Iraq 
— claimed responsibility for 
Monday’s suicide attacks against 
hotels housing Western journal- 
ists and contractors in Baghdad, 
as well as suicide bombings Tuesday 
in northern Iraq. 

Meanwhile, the number of Iraqis 
who have died violently since the 
start of the 2003 U.S.-led invasion 
continues to soar. In one sign of the 
enormity of the Iraqi loss, at least 
3,870 civilians were killed in the 
past six months alone, according 
to an Associated Press count. 

One U.S. military spokes- 
man said it is possible the fig- 
ure for the entire war could be 
30,000 Iraqis, which many 
experts see as a credible estimate.

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Iraq's election com- 
mission declared Tuesday that final 
results from the Oct. 15 referendum 
show the new constitution was rati- 
fied by a huge margin, paving the 
way for elections. Sunni Arab lead- 
ers raised doubts that it would be 
embraced by those at the heart of 
the insurgency. 

Nearly 79 percent of the 9.8 mil- 
lion voters nationwide supported the 
charter, the Independent Election 
Commission announced after a 10- 
day audit following allegations of 
fraud. Election official Farid Ayar 
said the audit turned up no signifi- 
cant fraud. 


Despite the strong “yes” vote 
nationwide, Sunni Arabs came 
close to scuttling the constitution 
because of a provision in the law 
stating that if two-thirds of the 
voters in any three of the 18 prov- 
inces rejected the charter it would 
be defeated. 

Voters in two heavily Sunni 
Arab provinces overwhelmingly 
voted against the constitution — 
by 96 percent in Anbar and about 
81 percent in Salahuddin. 

About 55 percent of voters in 
Nineveh province also voted down 
the charter — falling below the two- 
thirds threshold. mariam FAM (AP) 


U.N. investigator Detlev Mehlis briefed 
the Security Council on the Hariri probe. 
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Syria Urged to Comply With U.N. Probe 


UNITED NATIONS | The United States, 
France and Britain on Tuesday 
demanded that Syria detain govern- 
ment officials suspected of involve- 
ment in the assassination of a former 
Lebanese prime minister and ensure 
their cooperation with a U.N. probe 
or face possible sanctions. 

The call was contained in a 
draft resolution that orders Syria 


to make the officials or individ- 
uals “fully and unconditionally 
available” to the U.N. investigat- 
ing commission. 

If Syria does not fully cooper- 
ate with the investigation, the draft 
says the council intends to consider 
“further measures” to ensure com- 
pliance, including sanctions. 

The United States and France 


circulated the resolution hours after 
the chief U.N. investigator, Detlev 
Mehlis, briefed the council on his 
report which implicated top Syrian 
and Lebanese security officials in 
the car bomb that killed Hariri and 
20 other people. 

Mehlis has said repeatedly that 
Syria had not fully cooperated and 
continuing the probe would be near 
impossible if Damascus didn’t 
change course. (AP)

Tourists Try to Flee Mexico 


Tens of thousands still 
stranded after Wilma 
lashes Cancun resorts 


CANCUN, MEXICO | Tens of thou- 
sands of haggard tourists, fed up 
after five days in hot and dirty emer- 
gency shelters, battled for airline 
and bus seats out of Mexico’s hur- 
ricane-battered Caribbean resorts 
on Tuesday. 

Officials said they still had no 
solid estimate of the damage caused 
by Hurricane Wilma, which lashed 
the coastline Friday and Saturday 
and wiped out the heart of Mexico's 
$11 billion foreign tourism industry, 
even washing away Cancun’s famed

white beaches. 

President Vicente Fox’s office 
said that about 22,000 foreign 
tourists remained in the area, down 
from a peak of almost 40,000. 


Thousands of tourists rushed 
to Cancun’s international airport 
after officials said Tuesday that 27 
flights would be leaving. 

Mark Davis of Shelby Township, 
Mich., said he’d paid $50 for a taxi 
to the airport — at least $10 more 
than the standard fare. “That was 
the hurricane discount,” he joked 
while stuck in line along the road. 

But troops turned back a mile- 
long line of taxis, vans and buses 
before they could reach the badly 
damaged airport. 

Only later did Mexico’s Tourism 
Department circulate a bulletin say- 
ing the first flights were reserved for 
tour groups — forcing individuals to 
wait even longer.

BBC to Launch Arabic News Channel 


LONDON | The BBC World Service 
said Tuesday it would launch an 
Arabic TV and information ser- 
vice, and end radio services in 10 
other languages to help pay for the 
venture. 

The Arabic service will be the 
first publicly funded international 
television service launched by the 


British Broadcasting Corp. Its BBC 
World TV service is a commercial 
venture. 

The BBC said it would end radio 
broadcasts in Bulgarian, Croatian, 
Czech, Greek, Hungarian, Kazakh, 
Polish, Slovak, Slovene and Thai by 
March. 

Al-Jazeera, the Arabic television 


service based in Qatar, announced 
in July that it planned to launch an 
English language service next year. 
This month, al-Jazeera said it had 
hired veteran British broadcaster 
David Frost, whose “Breakfast with 
Frost” program had been a Sunday 
fixture on BBC television. 

The BBC channel initially will 
broadcast to a region stretching 
from western Africa to Iraq. (ap)

‘Kiss of Destiny 


Robert Downey Jr.’s

MEANT TO BE| The notion of destiny 
underlies Robert Downey Jr:s film- 
noir caper “Kiss Kiss, Bang Bang.” 

Downey embraces the idea that 
his journey from brat-pack star to 
Academy Award nominee to addict 


and jailbird to Hollywood recla- 
mation project had providence 
behind it. 

After recurring drug and alcohol 
problems in the 1990s, prison time, 
court-ordered rehab and probation 
that ended in 2002, the clean and 
sober Downey has a new wife and a 
career as busy as he’s ever had. 

“T think part of my destiny has to 
be realizing that I’m not the poster 


boy for drug abuse,” Downey said. 
“Tm just this guy who has a really 
strong sense of wanting home and 
wanting foundation and, having not 
had it, I now choose to create it.”

Among the connections is pro- 
ducer Joel Silver, who gave Downey 
an early break on the 1985 teen com- 
edy “Weird Science.’ Silver produced

overseeing Downey on the come- 
back trail in 2003's “Gothika.” That 
was the film on which Downey met 
Susan Levin, one of Silver's produc- 
ing partners. Downey and Levin 
were married in August. 

Along with Silver and old buddy 
Mel Gibson, “Kiss Kiss, Bang Bang” 
writer-director Shane Black hopped 
on board. 

Downey recalls bumping into 
Black about 15 years ago at a Los 
Angeles supermarket where, “I was 
in there on some probably insani- 
ac mission at, you know, 2 in the 
morning.” Black said he should write 
something for Downey, who suggest- 
ed that Black also direct it. 

“Kiss Kiss, Bang Bang” is a whirl- 
wind of action, dialogue and wry 
voice-overs by Downey, the film 
contorting Hollywood conven- 
tions of the detective story while 
simultaneously embracing them. 
Downey’s character does all the 
wrong things and somehow lands 
on his feet, a story arc resembling 
the actor’s own. 

“I feel like I had that thing I 
always craved,” said Downey. “Which 
is like our platoon leader gave mea 
mission and I did it, and I donate the 
medal of honor to my fellow soldiers.”

A Little Euro in Your Car 


The Kia Rio5 has a 
Continental attitude 
— and two ashtrays 


ROAD TEST | In its nonjudgmental 
accommodation of smokers (not one 
but two ashtrays and a nice cigarette 
lighter) and a lot of other ways, the 
Kia Riod feels like a European car. 
Europeans pay a variety of taxes 
and penalties based on the size of 
their cars, not to mention $6 to $7 
per gallon of gas. And just by virtue 
of the tighter streets in centuries- 
old cities, smaller cars are far more 
practical. Four-door hatchbacks, 
which offer the maximum utility 
over the smallest shadow, make 
perfect sense, whereas in the U.S. 
they have always seemed like the 
car to drive if you lost a bet. 

The American car market 
stands to become a lot more 
European. Honda and Nissan are 
both bringing new subcompact 
cars to the United States next

year, encouraged by the tectonic 
shift of gasoline prices. Toyota is 
replacing the Echo with the Yaris; 
GM’s Daewoo-built Aveo and the 
Hyundai Accent are both well- 
established. Suzuki has the Aerio 
and the Reno five-door. Toyota’s 
Scion xA provides the benchmark 
in this segment for charm and over- 
achieving value. Perhaps the larger 


point is that these cars suggest a 
subtle change in American car cul- 
ture, which has taken as an article 
of faith that we should consume as 
much as we can afford. What if, like 
Europeans, we were to buy less car 
than we could afford? Would that 
be so bad? 

Not really, and the Kia is proof. 
Redesigned for 2006 and now shar- 


ing a platform with the Hyundai 
Accent, the Kia Rio family starts 
with a stripper version of the sedan 
for $11,110 that, while lacking air- 
conditioning and power anything, 
does have two sets of side air bags. 
The LX package kicks in air-con- 
ditioning and a few other niceties 
for under $13,000. Don’t get me 
wrong: This is still a buzzy little 
car when you thrash it, and full 
acceleration passing can sound 
like two DustBusters taped to your 
head. Yet it’s surprisingly tight and 
well-screwed together. 

The top-shelf Riod SX, starting 
at $14,000, has a nice, friendly face 
and bowed-up window line like that 
of the Focus hatch. It has a thick 
black gusset wrapped around the 
body to protect the car from the 
predations of swinging doors, and 
there’s a little aero foil at the top of 
the hatch. It’s no great beauty, but it 
does have a fetching joie de vivre. 

In terms of handling dynam- 
ics, the car is a classic European

front-drive compact, with a lot of 
articulation in the front strut sus- 
pension and a fair amount of body 
roll, which means that you can lift 
the inside wheel and make the tires 
squeal (the rear suspension com- 
prises coil springs over a torsion- 
beam rear axle). The ride is solid 
and nicely syrupy for so little a car, 
with big hits nulled out quickly. The 
fixed steering ratio is relatively high, 
which makes the car lively at the 
wheel and easier to park. 

Will anyone downsize from 
a 7-series BMW to this Rio5 
RX? Not without antidepres- 
sants. But this is a likable, livable 
car offering a refreshing sense 
of European metropolitanism.

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Pedestrians armed 
with flags are popping 
up in D.C., other cities 


When 12-year-old Serena Seward 
and Sarah Appel cross a busy inter- 
section in Northwest Washington, 
they carry a bright orange flag. 

It's a simple idea — the flags catch 
the attention of drivers and remind 
them that city law requires cars to 
yield to pedestrians in crosswalks. 

D.C’s crosswalk flag program, 
being tested at two high-traffic 
locations on Connecticut Avenue 
NW, mirrors efforts in several 
other cities. 

One recent fall afternoon, Serena 
was thinking of more than safety 
when she picked up the flag on one 
side of the street, waved it at drivers 
as she crossed and then deposited 
it on the other side. 

“Truthfully, I just wanted to look 
weird. It was fun,” she said, even 
as she admitted that she uses the

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flags regularly. 

Weird or not, the flags have been 
successful in reducing pedestrian 
accidents in cities that are using 
them, say supporters, including 
D.C. Mayor Anthony A. Williams. 

Kirkland, Wash., a suburb of 
Seattle, started using pedestrian 
flags after a resident saw them in 
Japan and presented the idea to the 
city council in 1995. 


Salt Lake City began its flag pro- 
gram four years ago. Mayor Rocky 
Anderson made pedestrian safety 
a priority after witnessing a man 
lying in a crosswalk after being 
hit by a car. 

Since 2001, the city reports a 31 
percent drop in accidents involving 
pedestrians. “Last year we were the 
most improved city in the country 
in pedestrian safety, and I think a

lot of that is due to the 

flags,” Anderson said, referring to a 
2004 Surface Transportation Policy 
Project report. 

But in Berkeley, Calif., flag 
thieves effectively ended the city’s 
program, which had begun in 2001. 
Within a year, the city’s entire stock 
of 3,000 flags disappeared. They 
were replaced, but proved mysteri- 
ously irresistible as a sky-high van- 


ishing rate continued. 

City officials finally put the pro- 
gram to rest in 2004, citing theft, 
rare flag usage and lack of an obvi- 
ous change in both pedestrians’ and 
drivers’ habits. 

Washington is betting on an 
experience similar to Salt Lake 
City’s. D.C. resident Babs Rivera 
said she uses the new flags all the 
time. “People just aren’t courteous” 
to pedestrians, she said. 

But there are some holdouts. “I 
feel ridiculous crossing the street 
waving a huge flag,” said Katherine 
Hutchens, 24, after navigating 
the crosswalk empty-handed.

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Tourists are flocking 
to the old Guatemala 
town of Antigua 


In a word, Antigua is old. 

It has been perched in 
Guatemala’s forested Panchoy 
Valley for more than 450 years, 
was one of the Americas largest cit- 
ies around the time of the Spanish 
Armada and was nearly wiped off 
the map by an earthquake three 
years before the U.S. Declaration 
of Independence was signed. Even 
its name means “old.” 

But it’s new to the thousands of 
tourists arriving from every corner 
of the globe every day. 

Nearly a decade after the end ofa 
36-year civil war that left 200,000 
people dead, Guatemala is starting 
to shed its bloodstained reputation 
and earn new fame as a top tourist 
destination. 

Few places in the hemisphere 
offer so much variety — ancient 
ruins, jungle rain forests, white- 
water rapids, 33 volcanos, beaches, 


colonial hideaways and the mod- 
ern-day cultural influence of 22 
Mayan cultures. A 214-hour flight 
from Miami, Guatemala is roughly 
the size of Ohio. 

Just under 1.2 million foreigners 
visited Guatemala in 2004, nearly 
300,000 of those Americans, and 
officials hope to surpass 1.4 mil- 
lion this year. 

Those tallies have yet to catch

kling of xylophone-heavy Marimba 
music, which drifts in from all direc- 
tions day and night. 

Then called Santiago de los 
Caballeros, the city was the nation’s 
capital until the 1773 quake prompt- 
ed the government to move to pres- 
ent-day Guatemala City, 30 miles 
to the east. 

Dozens of churches and the 
crumbling stone remains of 
Spanish-conquest era structures 
abound. Many tourists prefer to 
simply wander the cobblestone 
streets, however, peeking inside 
stores offering Mayan weavings 
and clothing in a dizzying array of 
colors — all handmade and available 
on-the-cheap by U.S. standards. 

More adventurous visitors can 
opt for a steep climb up the dor- 
mant Agua Volcano, which towers 
13,500 feet above Antigua. 

An easier hike scales the grav- 
el-covered slopes of the ever-smol- 
dering Pacaya Volcano. Daylong 
excursions leave every morning 
from Antigua, though the volcano 
is about an hour bus ride away. 

Antigua’s popularity isn’t good 
news for everyone. Rebecca Corry 
and Dennis Hedges, retired school 
teachers from Taos, N.M.., first came 
to Antigua in 1995 — and liked it 
better back then. 

“Now it’s more industrialized, 
more cosmopolitan, more prepared 
for tourists,” Corry said. “But I kind 
of enjoyed it more before.
